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ACHIEVEMENT 

There  have  been  many  famous 
classes  from  the  time  of  Socrates 
to  the  present;  there  have  been 
groups  of  men  of  intellectual  at- 
tainment and  of  artistic  and  mate- 
rial accomplishment  who  have  been 
drawn  together  by  a  fellowship  of 
talent;  but  the  adventitious  circum- 
stance of  a  group  thrown  together 
by  the  mere  chance  of  residence 
in  a  single  city  and  forming  a  high 
school  class  which  has  developed 
such  a  large  number  of  outstand- 
ing men  and  women  is  something 
which   stimulates  thought. 

It  is  doubtful  if,  in  the  history 
of  the  United  States,  there  is  any- 
where a  record  of  accomplishment 
by  the  members  of  a  body  of  sim- 
ilar size  which  can  match  the  last 
quarter-century's  progress  of  the 
graduates  of"  the  Quincy  High 
School  Class  of  June,  1934. 

In  the  field  of  litierature  the 
world  has  no  peer  for  Lorinda 
Roberts,  famous  playwright  and 
poet;  for  managing  ability  in  the 
handling  of  athletes,  the  annals  of 
sports  shows  nothing  equal  to 
Frank  Sproule,  manager  of  the 
New  York  Yankees;  the  steadiness, 
the  stamina,  the  form  of  James 
MacGregor  have  yet  to  be  matched 
on  the  golf  links;  the  field  of  busi- 
ness knows  no  equivalent  for  Peter 
Papile,  directing  genius  of  General 
Electric. 

Mere  chance  cannot  be  respon- 
sible for  these  effects.  The  cause 
must  lie  in  the  fact  that  the  group 
of  teachers  in  charge  in  the  high 
school  at  that  time  succeeded  in 
producing  a  mental  effect  result- 
ing in  the  attitude  of  mind  and  in- 
tellectual equipment  whose  product 
is  shown  by  the  record.  It  would 
be  well  for  educators  of  the  pres- 
ent to   discover  their  prescription. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Cutler  and  Riccuiti,  two  New  Eng- 
landers,  carried  three  of  the  "Solid 
South"  states.

After  these  preliminary  proceed- 
ings, a  program  was  held  to  honor 
the  members  of  the  flight.  John 
Crowe,  who  presided  over  this 
affair,  had  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing several  persons  of  nation- 
wide reputation,  among  whom  were 
Natalie  MacCormick,  Paramount 
featui-ed  player;  Florence  Kent, 
Senator  from  New  York;  President 
Malcom  Sherman,  of  Columbia  Uni- 
versity; Joseph  Alphano,  renowned 
engineer  of  the  Philadelphia-New 
York  underground  tunnel;  and 
George  Reinhalter,  popular  conduc- 
tor of  the  Philadelphia  Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Commander  Bramhall,  in  a  short 
and  modest  speech,  disclaimed  the 
credit  for  the  successful  flight  and 
insisted  that  the  new7  record  was 
made  possible  only  through  the 
heroism  of  Chief  Engineer  Arthur 
Webb  who,  during  a  heavy  storm 
off  the  coast  of  Siberia,  when  the 
force  of  the  gale  opened  a  small 
seam  in  the  metal  structure,  result- 
ing in  an  escape  of  Helium  gas,  had 
swung  down  a  rope,  buffeted  by  a 
60-mile  gale,  and  had  blocked  the 
opening  with  one  of  the  hats  from 
the  famous  McCarthy  collection. 
McCarthy  shared  the  praise  for  his 
valor  in  breaking  up  this  collection 
to  save  the  lives  of  those  on  board. 

Immediately  after  the  command- 
er's speech,  Margaret  Moss  pre- 
sented Webb  with  a  huge  bouquet 
for  his  gallant  action. 

During  the  proceedings  it  was 
found  necesary  to  quell  a  small 
communistic  flare-up.

A 
rising  group  in  New  York,  which 
reminds  one  of  the  old  Tammany, 
is  said  to  be  back  of  the  Progressive 
Paity.  Such  prominent  business 
men  and  politicians  as  Al  Fickett, 
Albert  Dale,  Kenneth  Booth,  Carl 
Haefner,  and  Edward  Dillon  are 
known  to  be  connected  with  it. 

The  election  of  Hurley  came  as  a 
surprise  to  those  opposed  to  his 
"safe  and  sane"  policy,  the  best 
known  of  which  is  his  doctrine  of 
"pay  as  you  go".

'EORGE  RAFT,  ex-prize  fighter, 
ex-professional  baseball  player, 
and  present  screen  favorite,  is 
above  all  a  "regular  guy."  From  his 
bodyguard  Mac,  who  carries  a  gun  in  a 
hip-holster,  to  the  nonchalant  way  that 
he  uses  questionable  adjectives,  Raft  im- 
presses one  as  a  real  "he-man". 

We  entered  his  dressing  rooms  at  the 
"Met"  before  he  finished  his  perform- 
ance.

From  my  crouching  position  in  the  fireplace,  beside  Helen  Hathaway, 
property  manager  and  prompter,  I  noticed  that  Alfred  Davy,  stage  man- 
ager and  prompter,  was  working  the  curtains  on  the  side-lines. 

A  deck  of  cards  in  the  drawer  of  a  table  relieved  rehearsal  strain, 
and  the  whole  cast,  together  with  all  of  the  stage  hands  and  some  ol'( 
the  orchestra  and  glee  club  had  an  exciting  game  of  Old  Maid  which 
only  terminated  when  all  but  two  of  us  had  left  the  set. 

The  antique  furniture  for  the  set  was  loaned  by  Mr.  Mitchell  and 
among  the  stage  properties  were  two  pictures,  war  scenes,  painted  by 
him  and  dated,  France,  1918. 

At  the  end  of  the  performance,  the  cast  presented  Mr.  Mitchell 
with  a  handsome,  engraved  shaving  brush !

In  answer  to  two  or  more  of  our  questions  he  has  felt  and  always  will 
feel  a  preference  for  bands  in  any  musical  field.  He  is  in  music  "heart 
and  soul"  and  therefore  it  is  his  only  hobby. 

By  this  time  Mr.  Goldman  had  his  coat  on,  prepared  to  leave.  Put- 
ting out  a  restraining  hand,  a  la  Mussolini,  we  slipped  in  a  most  important 
question,  "What  do  you  think  of  the  Quincy  High  bands?"  And  then  how 
pleased  we  were  to  find  that  this  eminent  critic  thought  that  we  had  very 
fine  bands  and  he  had  ejoyed  directing  them  very  much!"
